Selectmen’s  Report 


The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Over- 
seers of  Poor  was  held  February  14th,  1927,  and  organized 
with  a choice  of  John  I.  Bryant,  Chairman,  and  Isaac  N. 
Babbitt,  Clerk.  Miss  Louise  Babcock  was  chosen  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  Poor  and  in  that  capacity  has 
given  universal  satisfaction  to  the  Selectmen,  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor,  and  to  the  Town  in  general. 

The  matter  of  coming  down  Bridge  St.  from  Alden  Road 
to  Adams  St.  that  we  talked  of  last  year  has  been  Unavoid- 
ably detained.  The  Selectmen  took  this  matter  up  with 
the  State  in  the  early  Spring  but  they  were  so  rushed  with 
their  summer  work  all  over  the  State  they  were  unable  to 
do  anything  for  us  at  that  time.  We  took  the  matter  up 
with  them  again  in  the  fall  hoping  to  be  able  to  get  plans, 
etc.  ready  for  this  next  meeting,  but  due  to  the  open  winter 
the  State  men  have  been  kept  busy.  They  are  now  how- 
ever, working  on  these  plans  and  the  matter  will  probably 
be  taken  up  later  on  in  the  year. 

Due  to  the  overcrowded  condition  at  the  Rogers  School 
it  was  necessary  to  purchase  the  two  roomed  portable  school. 
This  is  now  occupied  by  two  sixth  grades  that  were  formerly 
in  the  main  building.  The  room  left  vacant  by  them  is  now 
occupied  by  two  seventh  grades.  This  has  relieved  the  con- 
dition considerably  so  that  there  is  now  only  one  class  in 
the  Assembly  hall  on  the  third  floor  of  the  main  building. 

The  finishing  of  the  room  at  the  East  Fairhaven  school 
has  relieved  the  crowded  condition  in  that  section  of  the 
Town.  This  section  grew  very  rapidly  last  year.  The 
class  now  occupying  this  room  was  formerly  held  in  the  hall. 
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Plans  and  specifications  for  the  Mosquito  drainage  were 
furnished  by  the  Improvement  Association  and  after  ad- 
vertising for  bids  the  work  was  awarded  to  the  low  bidder, 
E.  M.  Skinner  of  Bloomfield,  N.  J.,  at  the  rate  of  $20.00 
per  acre.  The  work  was  carried  out  under  the  joint  super- 
vision of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  a special  committee 
of  the  Improvement  Association. 

With  the  appropriation  and  additional  funds  all  salt  marsh 
areas  from  the  Acushnet-Fairhaven  line  to  the  southern  ex- 
tremity of  the  Great  Marsh  at  Priest’s  Cove,  some  120  acres, 
were  drained  for  prevention  of  mosquito  breeding  during 
April,  May  and  June. 

Maintenance  work  was  carried  on  during  July,  August 
and  September  under  the  direction  of  the  street  department. 

While  the  summer  season  was  unusually  wet,  tending  to 
create  ideal  mosquito  breeding  conditions,  inspection  of  the 
area  drained  showed  breeding  of  the  salt  water  mosquito 
to  be  at  a practical  minimum,  with  a corresponding  relief 
throughout  the  south,  center  and  north  part  of  the  Town. 

You  will  find  in  the  warrant,  articles  asking  for  many 
streets  to  be  macadamized  or  put  in  passable  condition. 
The  Selectmen  have  recommended  that  as  much  as  can  be 
done  on  those  streets  should  be  done  if  it  is  possible  to  get 
the  materials  and  the  town  votes  the  necessary  appropria- 
tions. 

All  of  which  we  most  respectfully  submit  to  the  people  of 
the  Town  of  Fairhaven  for  their  good  judgment.

Report  of  the 
Highway  Department 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Selectmen  appointed 
Thomas  W.  Whitfield,  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  this  year  we  had  a number 
of  streets  to  be  macadamized,  all  were  approved  of  at  the 
meeting  and  the  work  has  been  completed. 

The  macadamizing  of  Howland  Road  and  Sycamore  St. 
at  a cost  of  $10,000.00  was  recommended  by  the  Selectmen 
and  this  work  has  certainly  made  a big  improvement  in  that 
section  of  the  Town. 

Gelette  Road,  Weeden  Road  and  Mill  Road,  all  located  in 
East  Fairhaven  have  been  macadamized,  this  is  also  an  im- 
provement for  that  section  as  well  as  a great  help  during 
the  open  winter. 

The  re-location  and  widening  of  Farmfield  St.  has  been 
one  of  the  greatest  improvements  in  the  south  end.  In 
making  this  new  location  it  was  necessary  to  move  back 
one  house  and  put  it  in  good  condition. 

Chestnut  St.  was  laid  out  from  the  north  line  of  Church 
St.  northerly  to  the  south  line  of  South  St.  and  a good 
cinder  road  has  been  built. 

South  Pleasant  St.  has  been  macadamized  and  Hedge  St. 
west  of  Cherry  St.  has  been  macadamized  and  the  sidewalks 
on  Hedge  St.  have  been  fitted. 
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The  sidewalks  on  Washington  St.  has  been  completed 
making  a good  walk  for  the  children  going  to  and  from 
the  East  Fairhaven  School  which  is  very  necessary  due  to 
the  danger  on  the  State  Highway  going  to  the  Cape. 

The  bad  condition  that  existed  on  North  Main  St.  from 
Riverside  Cemetery  to  Coggeshall  St.  has  been  repaired. 

Article  29  of  the  warrant  to  construct  a sidewalk  on  Scon- 
ticut  Neck  Road  was  most  necessary  due  to  the  dangers 
along  this  road  with  the  summer  travel  at  the  beaches. 
After  completion  of  the  sidewalk,  by  special  arrangement 
with  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & H.  R.  R.  we  were  able  to  widen 
the  bridge  over  the  railroad,  at  a very  low  cost. 

The  collection  of  ashes  and  rubbish  have  been  cared  for 
under  the  supervision  of  the  street  department  and  the  ashes 
have  been  used  to  fill  in  the  property  owned  by  the  Town. 
There  is  an  article  in  the  Annual  warrant  for  the  Town  to 
purchase  seven  more  lots  to  be  filled  in,  to  be  used  for  future 
needs  of  the  Town,  and  I hope  to  have  this  article  approved 
of  at  the  meeting. 

The  citizens  of  the.  town  are  most  respectfully  asked  not 
to  dump  rubbish  in  the  gutters  of  the  streets  as,  in  the  first 
place,  it  is  against  the  law,  and  in  the  second  place,  it  makes 
an  unsightly  mess,  so  we  hope  that  the  citizens  will  co- 
operate with  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  whoever  he 
may  be,  in  this  particular  work.

SEWER  CONSTRUCTION:  Authorized  by  vote  of 

the  Town  at  the  Annual  Meeting  held  Feb.  6th.  1926  for 
Sewer  in  Hedge  and  Taber  Streets  westerly  from  Cherry 
St.  with  an  outlet  in  the  Acushnet  River,  said  sewer  was  put 
out  to  contract  to  the  B.  F.  Watkins  Transportation  Co.  in 
1926  but  was  not  fully  completed  until  July  of  this  year  1927. 

SEWER  BUILT  BY  PRIVATE  ENTERPRISE  AND 
TAKEN  OVER  BY  TOWN:  Sewer  in  North  Walnut 

Street,  188  feet  of  8 inch  pipe  built  by  Francis  J.  Denby 
at  a cost  of  $325.00  and  taken  over  by  the  Town  at  cost. 

Sewer  in  North  St.  built  by  Frank  J.  Ketcham  and  taken 
over  by  the  Town  at  a cost  of  $550.00. 

TRANSFERS  VOTED:  To  transfer  from  the  Sewer 

Assessment  Account  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  pay  off  the 
loan  on  the  Dover,  Morgan,  and  Winsor  St.  Sewers  also 
to  transfer  from  this  same  account  the  sum  of  $1,404.00  to 
pay  off  the  loan  on  the  Jefferson  St.  and  Linden  Ave. 
Sewers. 

SEWER  CONNECTIONS : During  the  year  1927  nine 
connections  have  been  repaired  and  forty-nine  new  connec- 
tions made,  which  gives  a total  of  1351  connections  now  in 


use. 
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ELECTRICAL  SEWER  STATIONS  : The  department 
has  completed  its  third  year  of  uninterrupted  service  to  the 
Town,  so  far  as  the  disposal  of  sewage  is  concerned.  The 
pumping  machinery  which  was  purchased  in  1922  and  1924 
is  doing  excellent  work  at  a minimum  cost.  From  Jan.  1st, 
1925  to  Jan.  1st,  1928,  the  period  of  actual  operation  the 
saving  over  the  Shone  system  of  sewerage  was  approxim- 
ately $24,000.00. 

Judging  from  the  time  the  equipment  has  been  in  service 
and  from  the  efficient  work  it  is  doing  the  Commissioners 
are  confident  that  by  1931  the  total  appropriation  for  the 
four  stations  will  have  been  paid  back  to  the  Town. 

The  expenditures  for  Sewer  Maintenance  for  the  year 
1927  was  $9,594.39  leaving  a balance  of  $1,207.31.  We 
respectfully  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $10,000.00  for  the 
year  1928.

TITLE  AND  SCOPE 

Section  I.  These  by-laws  shall  be  known  and  cited  as  the 
Building  Laws.  No  building,  structure  or  part  thereof,  shall 
hereafter  be  constructed,  and  no  building  or  structure  now 
or  hereafter  erected,  shall  be  razed,  altered,  moved  or  built 
upon  except  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  these  build- 
ing laws.  Nor  shall  plumbing,  gas  piping,  water  piping, 
drainage,  heating,  wiring  or  ventilation  be  installed  or  altered 
in  any  building  or  structure  except  in  conformity  herewith. 


Report  of  the  Park  Commission 


T o the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven : 

The  outstanding  activities  of  the  season  of  1927  have 
been  the  completion  of  the  North  Bridge  Park  and  the  tak- 
ing over  the  care  of  the  several  small  park  plots  about  the 
town. 

The  Bridge  section  was  graded  and  seeded  in  the  spring, 
planted  in  the  fall  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  D.  C.  Potter. 
Plantings  of  a north  shrub  border  with  a few  trees,  ever- 
green and  deciduous,  to  unify  the  entire  plot,  and  soften 
or  screen  the  adjoining  Apartment  grounds,  will  in  a short 
time  give  a more  fitting  and  dignified  approach  to  the  bridge 
or  town.  It  is  hoped  the  way  may  soon  open  for  similar 
improvement  on  the  southerly  side. 

As  a recommend  from  the  Planning  Board  the  Improve- 
ment Association  decided  to  give  over  to  the  town  all  claim 
and  ownership  in  the  several  small  park  plots  cared  for  by 
them  for  many  years.  Pending  action  of  the  town  the  Park 
Board  was  asked  to  assume  the  care  of  the  same,  as  an  ex- 
tention  of  the  Park  system ; Willow,  Marine,  Cook  Memorial 
and  Garrison  lot  have  accordingly  been  cleaned  up  and  given 
adequate  care.  At  Willow  there  have  been  set  a white 
spruce,  and  a ginkgo  by  the  Girl  Scouts  as  a memorial  to 
their  leader,  Lieutenant  Murray ; and  plans  are  in  the  making 
to  further  add  to  the  distinctive  character  of  these  several 
plots  as  attractive  isles  of  refuge  for  younger  children  and 
their  elders,  rather  than  as  sport  centers  for  which  they 
are  not  adapted  by  location  or  sentiment. 

The  regular  upkeep  of  the  Parks  has  been  maintained 
with  three  men  permanently  as  heretofore  and  one  addition- 
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al  during  the  height  of  the  season,  and  the  resulting  ap- 
pearance has  been  gratifying  in  spite  of  the  continual  an- 
noyance from  careless  trespassers  and  wilful  maurauders. 

Severe  base  pruning  was  the  early  spring  order  of  the 
day;  new  plantings  of  some  seventy-five  shrubs  were  made 
in  needed  sections,  the  walk  edgings  were  more  consist- 
ently trimmed  this  year  and  the  continued  rains  kept  both 
men  and  mower  constantly  on  lawn  duty.  In  August  the 
large  centre  flagpole  was  so  completely  shattered  by  light- 
ning that  it  was  necessary  to  entirely  remove  it,  and  for 
the  present  it  is  not  deemed  advisable  to  replace. 

At  the  North  End  a responsible  spirit  of  co-operation 
developed  and  material  assistance  in  equipping  playground 
and  ball  field  was  given — and  an  observer  on  a summer  even- 
ing would  have  been  impressed  by  the  neighborhood  gather- 
ing— a wholesome  recreational  centre  for  family  entertain- 
ment. 

The  playgrounds  were  carried  on  with  much  enthusiasm 
and  the  appended  reports  of  the  two  instructors  show  to 
what  an  extent  the  youth  of  the  town  are  benefited  by  this 
department.  Tennis  popularity  continued  and  was  arranged 
by  the  Park  Department  and  Tennis  Association  for  co- 
operative care  and  maintenance  as  last  year. 

Band  concerts  a regular  Friday  evening  feature  alternat- 
ing at  Cushman  and  North  End  Parks,  attracted  large 
crowds,  and  the  use  of  the  center  Park  a a a general  recrea- 
tional breathing  spot  increases  each  year — a welcome  appre- 
ciation to  those  who  have  the  Town’s  welfare  at  heart.

Number  registered  in  older  division,  Cushman  Park,  from 
6th  grade  up,  both  boys  and  girls  included  408.  Average 
daily  attendence  about  85.  Number  enrolled  at  North  Fair- 
haven  498.  Average  attendance  125. 

We  had  boys  and  girls  baseball  teams  and  competed 
against  most  of  the  New  Bedford  parks.

The  many  friends  o.f  the  playground  movement  may  feel 
a great  satisfaction  and  much  encouragement  in  its  con- 
tinued growth. 

The  registration  the  first  week  was  450 — this  number 
being  nearly  double  the  opening  week  of  previous  years. 

About  1,000  names  of  children  under  school  age  and 
through  the  first  six  grades  were  registered  during  the  season 
and  their  average  daily  attendance  was  nearly  200. 

Apparatus  was  constantly  over  crowded  and  groups  were 
enjoying  games  and  supervised  play.  The  story  hour  was 
always  popular.  A very  little  sewing  and  crocheting  was 
done  by  girls  of  the  sixth  grade. 

During  my  last  week  a doll  show  was  held  and  58  girls 
brought  their  dolls  for  the  occasion.

Report  of  the 
Board  of  Fire  Engineers 


January  3,  1928. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Gentlemen : 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  hereby  submits  its  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

This  department  has  responded  to  133  alarms,  consisting 
of  83  Still  and  51  Bell  Alarms.  Two  out-of-town  calls  for 
assistance  were  answered  in  Acushnet. 

The  apparatus  of  this  department  is  comprised  of  the  fol- 
lowing : one  Combination  Hose  and  Chemical  at  North 

Fairhaven  known  as  Hose  No.  1,  one  Combination  Hose 
& Chemical  at  Oxford  Street  station  known  as  Hose  No.  2, 
one  Combination  Hose  & Chemical  known  as  Chemical  No.  1 
at  Headquarters,  together  with  one  Triple  Combination 
American-LaFrance  Type  75,  750  gal.  Pumping  Engine, 
and  one  Type  14  American-LaFrance  City  Service  Ladder 
Truck,  equipped  with  a 35  gal.  chemical  tank.  We  also  have 
in  reserve  one  Combination  Hose  & Chemical  Reo  truck 
which  is  used  for  all  general  purposes,  and  a Ford  runabout 
car  used  by  the  Chief  for  general  utility  purposes. 

The  Fire  Alarm  system  consists  of  22.5  miles  of  wire.  It 
also  consists  of  4 bell  strikers  and  one  steam  whistle,  44  street 
boxes  and  these  are  connected  with  the  station  at  North 
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Fairhaven,  the  station  on  Oxford  Street,  the  Water  Works 
Pumping  Station  and  with  the  Battery  and  switchboard 
room  at  Headquarters.  A compressed  air  whistle  at  Head- 
quarters is  used  to  call  extra  members  when  necessary  in 
response  to  telephone  calls  for  aid  or  still  alarms. 

The  Board  recommends  that  a like  sum  be  appropriated 
this  year  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Fire  Department  and 
for  the  maintenance  and  extension  of  the  Fire  Alarm.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


The  Board  of  Health  hereby  submit  their  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1927. 

There  were  reported  during  the  year,  one  hundred  seventy 
cases  of  communicable  diseases  as  follows  — chicken  pox, 
forty-four;  diphtheria,  thirteen;  meningitis,  (Cerebro- 
Spinal)  one;  german  measles,  one;  opthalima  neonatorum, 
one;  suppurative  conjuncitivis,  two;  lobar  pneumonia,  eight; 
mumps,  three;  scarlet  fever,  forty-nine;  tuberculosis  (all 
forms)  thirteen;  whooping-cough,  thirty-three;  typhoid 
fever,  one ; dog  bite,  one. 

The  executive  officer  has  issued  one  hundred  and  fourteen 
burial  permits,  ninety  milk  licenses  and  eight  • pasteurization 
licenses.  Also  two  ice  cream  licenses.  There  have  been 
twenty-three  pasteurization,  twelve  bakery,  five  barber  shop 
and  one  hundred  nuisance  inspections  made,  and  two  hundred 
and  fifty-one  permits  for  cesspools  or  septic  tanks  issued. 

The  board  has  cooperated  with  the  Building  Department 
in  enforcing  the  Building  and  Plumbing  regulations  adopted 
by  the  town  on  February  4th,  1922. 

We  have  four  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  hospitals  at  the 
present  time,  which  we  are  caring  for  at  an  expense  of  forty 
dollars  and  thirty  cents  ($40.30)  a month  each  and  one  at 
seven  dollars  ($7.00)  per  week. 

The  board  has  received  several  notices  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health,  regarding  the  polution  of  the  waters 
of  Priest’s  Cove,  owing  to  cesspool  matter  getting  into  the 
cove,  also  drainage  from  the  bathing  beach  and  from  the 
Atlas  Tack  Company.  After  inspection  made  by  the  state 
board  department  and  our  board,  the  Union  Street  R.  R.  Co., 
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thru  Mr.  Whitfield,  were  notified  to  remedy  conditions  on 
their  premises,  also  the  Atlas  Tack  Co.,  and  the  owners 
of  property  at  Harbor  View  and  Pope  Beach.  We  are 
pleased  to  say  that  our  requirements  have  in  many  cases 
been  complied  with  and  good  results  have  been  obtained. 
The  Union  Street  R.  R.  has  spent  a great  deal  of  money  on 
their  property  and  the  State  Engineers  are  satisfied  with 
the  work  they  have  done  and  we  believe  there  will  be  no 
more  trouble.  The  Atlas  Tack  Co.,  have  the  matter  under 
consideration.  Many  of  the  cottage  owners  have  also  put  in 
proper  cesspools  or  septic  tanks  and  we  anticipate  very  little 
trouble  in  the  future. 


GARBAGE 

The  garbage  collections  have  been  very  good  and  there 
have  been  very  few  complaints.  We  have  had  garbage  col- 
lections made  during  the  months  of  July  and  August  at 
Pope  Beach  and  Harbor  View,  something  that  we  have 
never  done  before  and  it  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
people  in  these  settlements.  We  feel  that  the  results  justi- 
fied the  extra  expense. 

The  executive  officer  wishes  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the 
town  for  the  cordial  cooperation  which  he  has  received  from 
them  during  the  past  year.  We  also  wish  to  thank  the  nurs- 
ing association,  especially  Mrs.  Coggeshall,  for  her  help 
and  cooperation  in  our  work.  The  association  has  done 
very  fine  work  in  the  Baby  Clinic  and  we  hope  the  town  will 
see  the  necessity  of  that  line  of  work  and  will  make  a special 
appropriation  for  the  work.

The  Tree  Warden  hereby  respectfully  submits  his  annual 
report. 

The  trees  of  Fairhaven  are  in  a good  healthy  condition 
but  it  is  necessary  to  keep  spraying  them  in  order  to  insure 
this  condition.  The  trees  are  dying  from  year  to  year  from 
old  age.  We  are  replacing  these  inasmuch  as  the  appropria- 
tion will  permit.  We  planted  fifty  young  Maple  trees  on 
different  streets  where  we  thought  they  were  most  needed. 

The  joining  of  the  two  positions  of  Tree  Warden  and 
Moth  Superintendent,  which  vacancy  was  caused  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  George  King,  will  I am  sure  facilitate  the  work 
of  the  departments  and  bring  much  better  results. 

I would  recommend  that  the  citizens  appropriate  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2500.00)  for  the  work  of 
the  Tree  Department.

Following  is  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Animals  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1927 : 

During  the  general  inspection  I visited  105  premises,  in- 
spected 1154  animals,  844  cows,  212  swine,  74  young  cattle, 
22  bulls,  2 goats. 

I found  7 barns  unclean,  5 with  poor  ventilation,  4 with 
insufficient  light,  2 poor  drainage. 

During  the  year  2 cows  affected  with  tuberculosis  were 
slaughtered,  and  one  with  diseased  throat.  Six  pigs  quaran- 
tined in  October  for  hog  cholera,  2 died,  balance  recovered 
after  being  inoculated.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


For  the  year  1927  the  activities  of  the  Planning  Board 
have  been  confined  to  matters  of  rather  minor  importance 
which  will,  however,  undoubtedly  conduce  to  the  beauty, 
convenience  or  administrative  economy  of  the  town. 

It  was  recommended  by  the  Board  that  the  Improvement 
Association  incorporate  with  the  Cook  Memorial  Square  a 
narrow  strip  of  land  adjoining  on  the  east  owned  by  the 
Association,  selling  to  abuttors  the  north  half  of  the  strip. 
The  rest  of  the  Association  property  has  been  ofifered  to  the 
town  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  town  take  it  over  and 
place  it  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Park  Commission. 

An  article  has  been  placed  in  the  warrant  providing  for 
the  removal  of  the  curbing  and  grass  plot  in  the  street 
about  the  base  of  the  monument  to  Mr.  Rogers  on  Huttle- 
stone  Avenue  opposite  the  end  of  the  bridge.  It  was  early 
recognized  that  this  extension  of  the  base  of  the  monument 
was  a mistake  which  detracted  from  the  simple  dignity  of 
the  shaft.  With  the  growth  of  motor  traffic  it  has  become 
a menace  to  life  on  nights  when  visibility  is  poor.  Strangers 
to  whom  the  shaft  is  plainly  visible  are  likely  not  to  observe 
the  low  lying  curbing  and  it  has  been  hit  several  times. 

Fairhaven  is  becoming  the  Western  Gateway  for  the  im- 
mense and  growing  travel  to  the  Cape  and  sooner  or  later 
must  provide  increased  accommodations  for  the  eastern 
traffic.  For  more  than  a year  the  Selectmen  and  the  Plan- 
ning Board  have  had  the  problem  under  consideration  and 
recently  the  State  Engineers  have  taken  a hand  in  it.  The 
matter  is  yet  by  no  means  decided,  but  the  solution  gen- 
erally favored  is  to  widen  and  straighten  Spring  St.  from 
its  junction  with  Washington  St.  at  Madison  Square  thence 
leaving  the  present  line  and  extending  the  street  north  west- 
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erly  along  crest  of  the  ridge  to  Bridge  St.  somewhere  in  the 
vicinity  of  Holcomb  Lane,  then  widen  Bridge  St.  westerly 
to  Adams  and  Adams  northerly  to  Huttlestone  Ave.  and 
make  wide,  easy  turns,  perhaps  squares  at  corners  of  Bridge 
and  Adams  Streets  and  Adams  Street  and  Huttlestone 
Avenue. 

The  Board  recommends  for  adoption  the  article  in  the 
warrant  discontinuing  South  Chestnut  street  at  Maple  street. 

This  undeveloped  street  is  unnecessary,  that  neighborhood 
being  already  too  much  cut  up  by  streets.  Unnecessary 
streets  waste  the  street  department  appropriation  and  are 
the  cause  of  a great  deal  of  needless  expense. 

Articles  have  been  inserted  in  the  warrant  to  change  the 
zoning  law  by  zoning  for  industry  the  old  Tack  works 
property  on  Fort  street  and  for  business  a frontage  of  four 
lots  of  the  same  street  directly  opposite.  Since  the  zoning 
law  was  adopted  the  Tack  works  site  has  been  developing 
industrially  in  a permanent  and  desirable  way  largely  for 
yachting.  A large  amount  of  capital  is  being  invested, 
which  deserves  the  protection  of  being  a conforming  use, 
while  a most  convenient  and  the  least  objectionable  location 
for  stores  to  serve  this  part  of  the  town  will  be  on  land  ad- 
joining the  industrial  district.

The  list  is  far  from  complete  because  most  of  the  ex- 
penditure in  this  direction  is  for  those  minor  repairs  which 
are  constantly  necessary. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  call  attention  to  the  comparative 
figures  found  in  the  Superintendent’s  report,  showing  that 
Fairhaven  spent  in  1927  one-half  the  amount  per  pupil 
for  repairs  than  was  the  average  for  the  State.  This 
or  less  has  been  our  ratio  for  some  years.  More  needs  to  be 
spent.  Comparatively  little  has  been  expended  on  the  high 
school  since  its  erection,  considering  the  size  and  value  of 
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the  plant.  The  annual  amount  must  increase  or  the  building 
will  deteriorate  rapidly.  At  present  the  exterior  needs  re- 
pointing, only  the  more  critical  places  having  been  touched 
up  last  year.  No  tinting  or  varnishing,  except  in  the 
janitor’s  apartment,  has  been  done  on  the  interior  since  the 
building  was  erected.  It  would  be  too  expensive  a matter 
to  renew  the  building  throughout  in  one  year,  but  the  appro- 
priation for  repairs  should  be  sufficient  to  enable  a portion 
of  it  to  be  done  each  year  for  several  years.  Only  one  side 
of  the  stadium  wall  has  been  repaired,  the  west  side  is  now 
in  bad  condition  and  must  be  rebuilt  next  year. 

In  the  elementary  schools,  the  new  buildings  are  in  fairly 
good  condition.  The  rooms  at  the  Rogers  School  need  re- 
tinting, the  building  needs  re-pointing,  and  several  rooms 
need  re-ceiling. 

At  the  Tripp  school,  a serious  condition  exists.  The 
building  is  located  on  very  wet  ground.  The  soil  about  it 
is  saturated  with  water  which  is  constantly  oozing  through 
the  walls,  keeping  the  basement  wet.  In  rainy  weather,  the 
water  becomes  several  inches  deep,  despite  the  pump  which 
cannot  remove  it  rapidly  enough.  The  boilers  are  deteriorat- 
ing rapidly  on  account  of  the  dampness.  It  will  not  be 
economy  to  let  this  condition  continue.  The  only  assured 
permanent  remedy  is  to  water-proof  the  storage  room,  boiler 
room,  and  coal  pocket.  To  do  this  and  be  sure  of  the 
result  is  an  expensive  job.  A careful  bid  from  a reliable 
contractor,  guaranteeing  the  result,  places  the  cost  at  $3,795. 
The  Committee  has  inserted  an  article  in  the  warrant  asking 
the  Town  to  appropriate  this  sum.  It  seems  to  us  that  it 
will  be  cheaper  in  the  long  run  to  do  this  than  to  let  the 
present  condition  remain.

To  the  School  Committee  of  Fairhaven : 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  fifteenth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 


ATTENDANCE 

The  total  enrolment  of  the  schools  for  the  year  ending 
June  1927  was  2204  as  compared  with  2144  in  1926;  the 
average  membership  1976  as  against  1936  of  the  previous 
year.  The  high  percentage  of  attendance  of  1926,  94.5%, 
was  maintained. 

For  the  first  time  in  at  least  fifteen  years,  the  number 
of  children  in  town  between  the  ages  of  5 and  16,  as  as- 
certained by  the  annual  school  census,  was  less  than  that  of 
the  preceding  year.  The  apparent  decrease  was  53.  Despite 
the  loss  shown  by  the  census  returns,  the  membership  of  the 
schools  has  increased.  In  December  of  this  year,  the  actual 
membership  was  2078  as  compared  with  1982.  The  gain 
is  apparently  due  to  the  fact  that  more  children  are  remain- 
ing through  the  upper  grades  and  high  school.  It  is  possible, 
however,  that  in  some  way  children  have  been  missed  in  the 
taking  of  the  census.  Below  is  found  a compilation  of  the 
annual  census  returns,  the  average  membership,  and  the 
actual  membership  of  public  and  private  schools  from  1919 
to  the  present :

SCHOOL  PLANT 

It  is  a rare  pleasure  to  state  that  it  is  unnecessary  to 
ask  for  additions  to  the  plant  this  year.  In  almost  every 
preceding  year  for  some  time  there  has  been  need  of  a new 
building,  the  completion  of  rooms,  or  of  a portable.  The 
school  population  in  East  Fairhaven  shows  apparently  no 
increase;  the  fifth  room  completed  in  the  summer  and  oc- 
cupied in  September  will,  therefore,  be  sufficient  as  long  as 
present  conditions  continue.  In  North  Fairhaven  the  two 
schools,  Oxford  and  Anthony,  while  now  comfortably  filled 
can,  if  necessary,  house  about  fifty  more  pupils  than  they 
have.  At  the  Rogers  school,  the  portable  opened  in  Septem- 
ber relieves  the  present  need.  An  increase  of  50  or  100 
pupils  in  the  Center  will  produce  congestion.  It  is  here 
and  in  the  high  school  that  we  have  nearly  reached  our  max- 
imum capacity. 
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QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS 

The  School  Department  expends  more  money  than  any 
other.  Out  of  a total  Town  Appropriation  for  1927  of 
$441,115,  there  was  voted  for  schools  $124,100,  slightly  over 
28%  of  the  total.  This  fact,  in  itself  is  sufficient  to  induce 
a keen  interest  in  that  part  of  the  town’s  business  which 
the  Department  conducts.  The  following  questions  and 
answers  do  not  indicate  all  that  every  citizen  should  know, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  they  give  information  along  some  lines 
of  interest. 

What  is  the  population  of  Fairhaven? 

10,827,  Census  of  1925. 

How  many  children  of  school  age,  i.  e.,  between  5 and  15? 

2,388  on  November  first. 

How  many  children  at  present  in  the  public  schools? 

There  were  2,078  on  December  fifteenth.  Some  of  these 
were  over  sixteen. 

What  children  does  the  law  compel  to  attend  school? 

Those  between  7 and  16,  but  a child  of  14  may  leave  to 
go  to  work  if  he  has  completed  the  6th  grade. 

At  what  age  can  a child  enter  in  Fairhaven? 

At  five.  Not  all  do.  This  is  younger  than  in  most  towns. 
In  85%  of  the  towns  and  cities  in  Massachusetts,  a child 
must  be  over  five. 

How  many  children  in  the  parochial  schools? 

There  were  441  in  September. 


ADMINISTRATION 

How  many  members  on  the  School  Committee  ? 
Six;  two  being  elected  each  year. 

When  does  the  Committee  meet? 

Regularly  the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month. 
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What  are  the  duties  of  the  School  Committee? 

It  has  charge  of  the  schools.  It  adopts  the  budget,  de- 
termines how  it  shall  be  expended,  elects  teachers,  authorizes 
repairs,  considers  and  approves  changes  in  school  organiza- 
tion and  courses  of  study,  and  is  the  controlling  authority, 
under  the  law,  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  schools.  It 
appoints  the  superintendent  of  schools  as  its  executive 
officer  and  holds  him  responsible  for  carrying  out  the  poli- 
cies of  the  Committee  and  for  directing  and  supervising  the 
work  and  conduct  of  all  persons  employed  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

How  many  persons  are  regularly  employed  by  the  School 


Department  ?

How  many  elementary  school  classes  are  there? 

Forty-nine. 

How  many  high  school  teachers,  excluding  the  Principal? 

Including  the  Secretary  to  the  Principal,  seventeen,  full 
time  and  two  part-time. 

How  many  supervising  principals  are  there,  i.  e.,  principals 
who  do  not  teach  full  time? 

There  are  five. 

How  many  and  what  supervisors  or  special  teachers  are 
employed  ? 

Seven ; in  music,  drawing,  manual  training,  physical  train- 
ing, and  sewing. 
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ORGANIZATION 

How  are  Fairhaven  schools  organized? 

Under  the  8-4  plan,  i.  e.,  8 years  in  the  elementary  schools 
and  4 in  the  high  school. 

What  other  plan  is  rapidly  displacing  this? 

The  6-3-3  plan,  i.  e.,  6 years  in  the  elementary  grades,  3 
years  in  the  junior  high  school,  and  3 in  the  senior  high 
school. 

Are  there  many  junior  high  schools  in  Massachusetts? 

111,624  pupils  were  in  junior  high  schools  last  year. 

What  plan  of  promoting  children  to  the  next  grade  is  fol- 
lowed in  Fairhaven? 

Promotions  are  made  annually. 

Isn’t  this  out-of-date? 

No.  Only  eight  towns  and  cities  in  Massachusetts  out  of 
three  hundred  and  fifty-five  give  semi-annual  promotions. 
The  tendency  is  to  return  to  the  annual  plan. 

What  subjects  does  the  law  require  to  be  taught  in  the 
elementary  schools? 

Reading,  Writing,  Spelling,  English  Language  and  Gram- 
mar, Geography,  Arithmetic,  Drawing,  History  and  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  Civics,  Physiology,  and 
Hygiene,  Good-Behavior,  Indoor  and  Outdoor  Games  and 
Athletic  Exercises. 

What  other  subjects  are  now  taught  in  practically  all 
school  systems? 

Thrift,  Safety-First,  Manual  Training,  Sewing  and  Cook- 
ing, Vocal  and  Instrumental  Music. 

What  subjects  may  be  offered  in  the  high  school? 

Legally,  any  subject  the  School  Committee  wishes.  Prac- 
tically, however,  colleges,  technical  and  normal  schools,  by 
their  entrance  requirements,  exercise  a dominating  influence 
on  what  shall  be  taught.  Fairhaven  High  offers  college, 
technical  and  normal  preparatory  courses,  a general  and  a 
commercial  course. 
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What  type  of  high  school  does  Fairhaven  maintain? 

The  so-called  comprehensive  type.  In  such  a school,  the 
chief  aim  is  to  offer  an  educational  opportunity  to  all.  The 
goal  is  not  merely  preparation  of  pupils  for  higher  institu- 
tions, but  also,  preparation  of  the  large  majority  who  go 
directly  from  school  into  life  work.  The  Commercial  De- 
partment is  directly  vocational.  Woodworking,  printing, 
mechanical  and  free-hand  drawing,  cooking  and  sewing  have 
distinctly  practical  values.  The  general  course  offers  a 
practical  and  cultural  education. 

Does  Fairhaven  make  any  provision  for  mentally  retarded 
children  ? 

Yes.  One  special  class  is  maintained.  The  recent  annual 
State  Clinic  examined  thirty  children  in  Fairhaven  and 
recommended  the  formation  of  a second  class  as  required 
by  law,  but  there  is  at  present  no  room  for  it. 

Does  Fairhaven  make  any  provision  for  training  children 
under  five  years  of  age? 

No.  It  hopes  sometime  to  have  the  room  and  the  financial 
support  for  kindergarten  training,  but  this  is  impossible  at 
the  present  time. 

Are  kindergartens  found  in  most  school  systems? 

No.  The  number  is  growing  but  a survey  in  Massachusetts 
shows  that  only  45  out  of  355  towns  and  cities  maintain  this 
type  of  school. 

How  many  weeks  are  Fairhaven  schools  in  session? 

Forty  weeks  each  year. 

Does  Fairhaven  maintain  an  evening  school? 

Yes.  An  evening  school  is  held  twice  a week  for  twenty 
weeks,  beginning  in  October.  This  is  to  meet  the  law  re- 
quiring that  every  person  between  16  and  21  who  has  not 
completed  the  sixth  grade  shall  attend  evening  school. 

Is  there  an  evening  high  school? 

No.  Maintenance  of  one  is  required  only  in  cities  of 
50,000  population  or  over. 
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Does  Fairhaven  maintain  an  Americanization  Class? 

No.  A few  are,  however,  being  taught  at  the  regular 
evening  school.

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Does  the  State  pay  any  part  of  the  cost  of  schools  in  Fair- 
haven  ? 

Yes.  The  State  General  School  Fund  returns  annually 
to  every  town  and  city  a part  of  the  income  tax.  The 
amount  depends  upon  the  number  of  years  of  training,  the 
experience  and  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  employed  by  the 
community.  The  fund  is  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer  and 
goes  into  the  General  Treasury.  Though  it  is  not  directly 
credited  to  schools,  it  is  on  account  of  schools  and  its  effect 
is  to  diminish  local  taxation  for  schools.

TEACHERS 

In  September,  twenty-two  teachers  began  their  work  in 
Fairhaven.  Eighteen  of  these  filled  vacancies  created  by 
resignations ; four  were  for  new  positions.  The  percentage 
of  loss  from  resignations  was  but  slightly  above  the  average 
for  ten  years,  which  has  been  between  twenty  and  thirty 
percent  of  the  corps.  Of  the  eighteen  resignations,  one  was 
because  of  unsatisfactory  service,  two  because  of  prospective 
marriage,  while  fifteen  were  to  accept  positions  paying  higher 
salaries. 

Until  within  a few  years,  the  majority  of  the  teachers 
left  to  accept  appointments  in  New  Bedford  schools.  Such 
is  not  the  case  at  present.  Brockton,  Belmont,  Haverhill, 
Everett,  Malden,  Watertown,  Hartford,  Conn.,  Ridgewood, 
N.  J.,  Westboro,  Franklin,  Hull,  and  Winchendon  were  the 
places  this  year  to  which  our  teachers  went. 

It  encourages  us  to  know  that  discriminating  selection  of 
young  teachers  and  careful  training  in  our  system  creates 
a demand  for  those  who  come  to  us.  It  assures  us  that  we 
have  good  material  in  our  teaching  corps,  and  that  school 
departments  elsewhere  recognize  the  merits  of  our  system. 
There  is  a reverse  side  to  this,  however, — it  is  extremely 
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discouraging  to  begin  again  each  year  the  process  of  adjust- 
ing so  large  a new  group  to  the  requirements  of  our  schools. 
Under  such  conditions,  the  level  of  progress  rises  slowly. 

Among  the  resignations  were  those  of  two  principals  of 
elementary  schools,  an  assistant  to  the  principal,  and  the  sub- 
master of  the  high  school.  It  is  difficult  to  find  the  right 
persons  to  fill  such  important  positions.  As  a matter  of  fact, 
despite  the  surplus  of  candidates  for  teaching  positions,  it  is 
no  easier  to  secure  people  who  have  the  natural  qualifications 
for  teaching  than  it  was  when  trained  candidates  were  less 
plentiful. 

Despite  the  frequency  of  changes,  the  corps  as  a whole 
retains  a substantial  proportion  of  experienced  teachers.  It 
has  at  present :

If  the  total  experience  of  the  corps  could  be  distributed 
equally,  each  teacher  would  have  begun  her  work  last  Sept- 
ember with  the  maturity,  judgment  and  skill  which  comes 
from  nine  years  of  teaching.  Unfortunately  this  cannot  be 
done.  Since  a chain  is  as  strong  as  its  weakest  link,  the 
lack  of  experience  in  a teacher  is  felt  by  each  pupil  some 
time  or  times  during  his  school  course. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  WORK 

In  general,  the  work  of  the  year  has  followed  lines  es- 
tablished three  years  ago  whe*n  the  new  course  of  study  be- 
came effective.  Changes  have  been  made  here  and  there  as 
experience,  new  knowledge,  and  new  demands  have  required, 
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and  such  modifications  must  continue  to  be  made.  It  is  our 
desire  to  have  progressive  schools,  but  our  organization  is 
not  such  as  to  make  it  wise  to  be,  in  any  large  degree,  an 
experiment  station.  With  a large  group  of  young  teachers 
to  be  assimilated  each  year,  consideration  must  be  given  to 
their  training.  Time  and  careful  attention  must  be  given 
to  the  problem  of  helping  them  apply  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  their  profession.  In  the  beginning,  they  lack  the 
perspective,  the  skill,  and  the  time  to  separate  the  wheat 
from  the  chaff  of  many  of  the  educational  plans  being  off- 
ered. They  can  achieve  successfully,  i.  e.,  for  the  welfare 
of  their  children,  only  under  plans  which  are  based  on  suf- 
ficient experience  to  enable  clearness  of  aim  and  thorough 
organization. 


Three  years  ago,  the  school  Savings  Bank  System  was 
introduced  in  the  schools.  Its  object  is  to  develop  habits  of 
thrift  and  saving.  Emphasis  is  laid  not  so  much  on  the 
amount  of  individual  deposits  as  on  having,  as  nearly  as 
possible,  every  child  deposit  something  each  week.  The  re- 
sults indicate  increasing  success  in  this  respect,  although 
business  conditions  have  tended  to  reduce  the  amount  saved. 
Following  are  the  sums  deposited  by  each  school  during  the 
years  1926  and  1927 :

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SAFETY  EDUCATION 

The  Junior  Safety  Councils  organized  last  year  are  doing 
effective  work.  Each  grade  above  the  fourth  follows  a 
general  plan,  but  each  building  emphasizes  details  in  different 
ways.  The  Council  usually  meets  weekly,  carries  out  pro- 
grams relating  to  Safety,  awards  points  for  safety  work, 
gives  specific  information  and  tries  to  develop  in  pupils 
responsibility  for  the  safety  of  others.  At  the  Oxford 
school  markedly  efficient  patrol  work  is  done  by  members  of 
the  Council. 


INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

For  several  years  an  effort  has  been  made  to  increase  in- 
terest in  instrumental  music.  Small  orchestras  were  organiz- 
ed in  buildings  and  these  were  trained  through  the  voluntary 
efforts  of  an  interested  teacher.  Some  of  these  did  remark- 
ably good  work,  taking  into  consideration  opportunities  for 
training,  and  the  instruments  available.  There  has  been 
apparent  for  a long  time  the  possibility  of  developing  a more 
general  interest  in  instrumental  music  and  of  reaching  a 
higher  standard  of  attainment  in  it,  but  not  until  this  year 
was  it  possible  to  make  any  effective  effort  in  this  direction. 
In  September,  a consolidated  elementary  school  orchestra, 
composed  of  representatives  from  each  building,  was  or- 
ganized. Through  great  good  fortune  it  was  possible  to 
secure  Mr.  Clarence  W.  Arey,  Director  of  Instrumental 
Music  in  New  Bedford  schools,  to  give  one  hour  each  week 
to  the  training  of  the  combined  orchestras  and,  through  this 
work,  at  the  same  time,  give  instruction  to  the  teacher-lead- 
ers of  the  respective  buildings.  Progress  has  greatly  exceed- 
ed anticipation.  Not  only  is  the  consolidated  orchestra 
improving  rapidly  and  the  building  orchestras  becoming 
much  more  effective,  but  a very  great  interest  in  instrumental 
music  has  been  aroused  among  pupils  and  parents.  Res- 
ponding to  the  demand  for  them,  classes  have  already  been 
formed  for  clarinet,  violin,  cornet  and  drum.  About  forty 
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children  are  now  enrolled  in  these.  If  the  interest  continues 
to  grow,  within  two  or  three  years,  as  these  children  go  into 
the  high  school,  it  will  be  possible  to  have  a school  band  as 
well  as  a splendid  orchestra. 

Instrumental  music  may  be  as  valuable  in  the  promotion 
of  school  spirit  as  athletics,  and  it  also  has  very  great  edu- 
cational value.  It  is  worth  while,  also,  as  pre-vocational 
training.  Many  professional  musicians,  including  some  of 
the  best,  were  led  to  enter  this  work  through  the  training 
and  encouragement  received  in  the  public  schools. 

For  many  years,  vocal  music  has  been  well  taught  in 
Fairhaven  schools.  While  instrumental  music  has  been  re- 
ceiving in  recent  years  a rapidly  increasing  amount  of  at- 
tention in  many  systems,  good  opportunity  to  forward  it, 
in  connection  with  our  schools,  seemed  to  be  lacking.  The 
progress  that  has  been  made  in  four  months  this  year  under 
enthusiastic,  skilfull  leadership,  even  though  handicapped  by 
the  small  amount  of  time  available,  has  been  so  great  as  to 
arouse  high  hopes  for  the  future. 

The  importance  of  music  education,  whether  vocal  or  in- 
strumental, is  being  increasingly  recognized  everywhere. 

“In  music  education  in  the  public  schools  the 
purposes  are  to  give  an  insight  into  the  abiding 
spiritual  power  of  music;  to  awaken  the  enjoyment 
and  understanding  of  the  aesthetic  in  music;  to 
perfect  the  adequate  utterance  ^of  music ; to  give  a 
medium  of  self-expression  through  voice,  body, 
and  instrument ; to  quicken  the  mental  powers  and 
cultivate  the  creative  instinct ; to  control  the 
emotions  and  motive  power. 

“This  makes  for  ideals,  right  action,  character- 
building and  citizenship,  thus  producing  an  ap- 
preciation for  the  relative  values  of  life.  This 
makes  possible  an  interest  and  love  for  the  best 
music  of  all  people,  and  an  intelligent  appreciation 
of  it  by  the  masses.” 
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HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  total  enrolment  for  the  high  school  for  the  year 
ending  in  June  1927  was  349;  the  average  membership  333. 
The  total  membership  since  September  has  been  374 ; the 
actual  present  membership  359. 

Three  resignations  have  occurred,  in  each  case  the 
teacher  accepting  a more  remunerative  position.  One  full 
time  and  one  part  time  teacher  have  been  added  to  the  corps 
because  of  increase  in  number  of  pupils,  and  to  relieve  the 
principal  of  teaching  so  as  to  give  him  needed  time  for 
administrative  and  supervisory  work. 

COLLEGE  ENTRANCE 

The  New  England  College  Certificate  Board  has  placed  the 
school  on  the  approved  list  for  three  years  more.  For 
fifteen  years  it  has  received  this  approval  without  a lapse. 
A glance  through  current  school  reports  of  other  towns  and 
cities  indicates  that  an  outstanding  problem  of  high  schools 
in  general  is  that  of  preparing  pupils  for  college.  These 
higher  institutions  have  many  more  applicants  than  they  can 
possibly  receive  and,  being  private  institutions,  they  deter- 
mine their  own  standards  of  selection.  Several  types  of 
pupils  usually  have  difficulty  in  reaching  the  standards  set 
up.  There  is  the  boy  or  girl  who  enters  high  school  with 
no  clearly  defined  purpose.  In  the  senior  year  a desire  to 
go  to  college  is  aroused.  The  school  record  of  such  a pupil 
is  usually  only  fair  and  does  not  include  all  the  subjects 
necessary  for  entrance.  He  cannot  be  certified,  nor  is  he 
prepared  to  take  examinations.  If  desire  had  awakened 
sooner,  and  more  purposeful  work  had  been  done,  success 
would  undoubtedly  have  crowned  his  efforts.  The  real 
reason  for  failure  is  that  the  pupil  has  drifted  too  long,  has 
been  aroused  too  late.  The  remedy  is  not  just  a post- 
graduate year  in  school,  but  a post-graduate  year  of  hard, 
intensive  study. 
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Then  there  is  the  pupil  who  knows  he  is  going  to  college 
and  who  chooses  the  right  subjects  early  enough,  but  who  is 
unwilling  to  pay  the  price  of  success.  Evenings  are  wasted 
or  given  to  social  life.  There  is  failure  to  realize  what  this 
means  until  the  senior  year.  Parents  and  pupils  have  been 
repeatedly  warned  by  the  school  of  prospective  failure, 
but  nothing  is  done  until  too  late  to  be  effective.  The  school 
has  offered  the  opportunity  and  urged  its  acceptance,  but 
has  not  compelled  the  study,  in  and  out  of  school,  which  is 
necessary  to  success.  It  can  never  compel  this  study.  Under 
present  conditions,  success  in  reaching  the  standard  set  up 
for  entrance  to  college  can  be  attained  only  by  the  most 
active  and  hearty  cooperation  of  the  school,  the  parent,  and 
the  pupil.  Teachers  must  be,  and  are,  ready  and  willing  to 
give  outside  time  to  coaching  pupils,  but  pupils  must  be 
ready  to  sacrifice  other  interests  in  order  to  receive  the 
help  offered.  Furthermore,  the  daily  work  must  be  done  well 
throughout  the  course.  The  result  of  a National  Survey 
indicates  that  the  minimum  amount  of  daily  home  study 
necessary  for  pupils  preparing  for  college  is  three  hours. 
This  estimate  is  based  on  examination  of  thousands  of  re- 
cords of  the  time  spent  by  pupils  in  preparing  daily  work. 
This  time  must  be  given  if  the  desired  end  is  attained.  The 
school  has  no  control  of  pupils  after  school  hours.  Sincere 
cooperation  of  parents  is  shown  by  provision  of  a place  for 
undisturbed  study,  and  by  insistence  that  the  studying  be 
done. 

Another  type  of  pupil  is  the  intelligent  young  man  or 
woman  who  works  hard  but  who  is  unable  to  make  the  re- 
quired grade  in  some  one  subject.  It  may  be  Latin  or 
mathematics,  or  even  college  preparatory  English — most 
pupils  find  at  least  one  subject  difficult  to  master.  This  type 
of  boy  or  girl  would  undoubtedly  profit  by  a college  educa- 
tion. The  high  school  would  be  glad  to  overlook  the  single 
deficiency  and  recommend  acceptance,  but  it  cannot  change 
the  record,  and  the  college  of  the  pupil’s  choice  will  not  lower 
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its  requirement.  The  remedy  is  to  select  a college  with  a 
less  rigid  requirement  in  the  subject. 

Needless  to  say,  there  are  occasional  students  whose 
parents  wish  them  to  enter  college,  but  who  are  not  naturally 
fitted  for  this  type  of  education.  It  is  no  disparagement  of 
their  intelligence  to  say  this.  There  are  different  kinds  of 
intelligence,  and  the  boy  or  girl  who  has  not  the  kind  that 
will  lead  to  success  in  college  work  often  has  other  kinds 
equally  admirable  and  useful.  From  an  educational  point 
of  view,  it  is  relatively  useless  to  go  through  college  unless 
the  college  can  go  through  the  student. 

Finally,  it  may  be  said : There  is  always  some  good 
college  or  technical  school  open  to  a high  school  graduate 
who  has  taken  the  right  subjects  and  put  in  the  work  nec- 
essary for  their  mastery.  No  preparatory  school  can  fit  a 
boy  or  girl  for  college ; it  can  only  offer  the  opportunity. 

ATHLETICS 

The  school  has  had  a very  successful  year  in  athletics, 
winning  the  County  League  Championship  in  Track  and 
Football.  Those  who  appreciate  the  merits  of  base  ball  as 
a game  have  been  much  pleased  to  note  the  improvement 
made  in  this  sport. 

In  football,  the  resumption  of  relations  with  New  Bedford 
was  marked  by  an  earnest  and  successful  effort  on  the  part 
of  both  schools  to  develop  the  courtesy  and  spirit  of  fair 
play  which  must  characterize  all  good  sportsmanship. 

CLUBS 

HONOR  SOCIETY 

“In  the  last  school  report  it  was  stated  that  an  Honor 
Society  was  in  the  process  of  formation.  This  society  was 
organized  April  11,  1927  in  the  Assembly  Hall  of  the  High 
School.  At  that  time  the  initiative  ceremonies  of  the  Nat- 
ional Honor  Society  for  Secondary  Schools,  of  which  the 
Fairhaven  society  is  a chapter,  were  used  in  making  eleven 
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seniors  and  eight  juniors  charter  members  of  the  organiza- 
tion. The  initiative  exercises  were  conducted  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  whole  school  and  several  parents  and  friends  of 
the  pupils.  They  were  very  impressive.  Election  to  this 
society  takes  place  in  the  middle  of  the  Junior  year.  In 
order  to  become  a member  of  this  organization  a pupil  must 
have  to  his  credit  at  the  end  of  his  second  year  125  honor 
points,  75  of  which  must  be  in  prepared  subjects,  25  in  un- 
prepared subjects,  and  25  in  service  points.  He  must  never 
have  been  marked  unsatisfactory  in  attitude  in  a final  mark 
for  a subject  during  his  first  two  years  and  should  not  have 
a final  failure  mark  in  any  subjects.  The  honor  points  are 
assigned  according  to  the  following  plan : 


Prepared  work: 
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Note : The  numerals  beside  the  letters  are  attitude  ratings. 
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“The  purpose  of  this  society  is  to  encourage  pupils  in  the 
high  school  to  attain  a high  rank  in  their  studies  and  to 
encourage  a respect  for  and  admiration  of  high  scholarship 
in  others.  It  in  no  way  attempts  to  encourage  in  the  mind 
of  its  members  a feeling  of  superiority  over  the  other  pupils 
of  the  school.  The  members  of  the  organization  have  the 
privilege  of  wearing  the  pin  of  the  National  Society.  The 
charter  members  were : Frederick  Moss,  Marion  Roos,

CLUBS. 

“Educators  are  emphasizing  at  the  present  time  the  value 
of  extra  curricula  activities  in  both  the  junior  and  senior 
high  school,  and  are  placing  special  emphasis  particularly 
on  the  value  of  school  clubs.  Up  to  the  present  year  the 
high  school  has  had  several  clubs  meeting  after  school.  This 
plan  has  been  unsatisfactory  because  the  attendance  has  been 
irregular  due  to  interference  of  afternoon  class,  athletics, 
and  the  desire  of  pupils  to  go  home  or  to  work  at  the  close 
of  the  regular  session. 

“This  year  a club  plan  was  organized  by  a faculty  com- 
mittee. Meetings  are  held  every  two  weeks  on  a special 
period  set  aside  during  the  regular  session  for  this  plan. 
There  are  three  club  groups,  groups  I and  II  meeting  on 
alternate  club  days,  and  group  III  meeting  every  club  day. 
In  this  way  a pupil  who  is  not  a member  of  a club  in  group 
III  may  belong  to  a club  in  group  I and  a club  in  group  II. 
The  following  is  a list  of  clubs :

a.  Commercial  Club  (open  to  A & B class  pupils  who 

study  Stenography)  Faculty  adviser,  Miss

b.  Foreign  Language  Club  (open  to  pupils  who  study 

French,  German,  and  Latin)  Faculty  advisers, 
Miss  Gifford,  Mrs.  Dodge,  and  Mr.  Larrabee.

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND  HEALTH 

Only  one  change  in  the  organization  of  this  work  has  been 
made.  To  give  better  sequence  to  the  work  in  physical 
education,  Miss  Boynton  was,  in  September,  made  responsi- 
ble for  all  the  work  in  the  grades  except  that  connected 
with  the  athletics  of  the  boys  in  grades  7 and  8.  Mr.  Borah 
continues  to  supervise  this.  The  arrangement  has  the  added 
advantage  to  the  high  school  of  more  time  for  supervision 
of  the  boys’  basement  by  Mr.  Borah. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

To  the  Fairhaven  School  Committee . 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

My  high  school  report  for  this  year  is  unusually  satis- 
factory from  the  standpoint  of  the  examiner  because  of  the 
fine  physical  condition  of  the  students  examined  as  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  only  seven  girls  and  a like  number  of  boys 
were  found  to  have  anything  worthy  of  a notation. 

I have  been  examining  the  High  School  students  for  some 
years  past  and  never  before  have  I found  conditions  which 
would  warrant  a report  so  satisfying  as  the  one  I am  pleased 
to  submit  this  year. 

Fourteen  students  out  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
examined  is  a very  low  percentage  of  defects  noted  and 
one  to  be  proud  of  as  it  reflects  credit  not  only  upon  the 
school  and  its  various  activities,  but  also  upon  the  homes 
from  which  these  students  come.  I question  if  a parallel 
situation  will  be  noted  in  many  of  the  schools  of  the  state. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

Four  hundred  and  one  pupils  were  examined  at  the  Rogers 
school,  and  I am  submitting  a detailed  report  of  the  results. 
A rough  summary  of  these  is  as  follows : 

Number  of  defective  eyesight  31 

Number  needing  treatment  for  tonsils 

and  adenoids  39 

The  parents  of  those  pupils  who  were  found  defective 
last  year  have  shown  a fine  spirit  of  appreciation  and  co- 
operation as  manifested  by  the  correction  of  those  difficulties 
recorded  last  year.  Pupils  have  expressed  to  me  their  joy 
in  being  relieved  from  those  defects  which  had  kept  them 
from  getting  full  benefit  from  their  school  activities. 

I hope  the  school  nurse  will  follow  up  the  cases  of  de- 
fective vision,  especially  those  having  over  20/30  and  if 
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parents  are  unable  to  bear  full  expense  of  glasses  to  have 
balance  paid  by  a fund  available  for  that  purpose.  Defective 
vision  should  be  corrected  at  once  as  much  good  can  be 
accomplished  while  the  child  is  developing. 

The  orderly  manner  in  which  each  pupil  reported  and  also 
the  polite  attitude  of  the  pupils  was  especially  marked  this 
year  and  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  prinicpal  and  teachers 
in  the  Rogers  school  who  have  the  school  perfectly  organized. 
They  playground  also  reflected  the  same  attitude  while  the 
children  were  at  play.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Six  schools  are  under  my  supervision,  and  they  have  been 
visited  on  regular  days  each  week. 

The  school  day  for  the  nurse  begins  at  8 :30  A.  M.  in  the 
Town  Hall  office.  Children  arrive  at  the  office  for  treat- 
ment before  school  or  before  9:30  A.  M.  if  the  teacher  finds 
they  are  ill. 

The  children  are  examined  for  tonsils  and  adenoids  and, 
if  infected,  notices  are  sent  to  parents. 

The  supervision  of  the  Dental  Clinic  is  also  cared  for. 
Each  child  has  an  oral  examination  given  by  the  dentist. 

Each  child’s  weight  is  taken  and  recorded  on  the  room 
chart.  Notices  are  sent  to  parents  if  the  children  are  under- 
weight. 

Milk  has  been  given  to  underweight  children.  Milk  is 
also  sold  in  the  schools  at  3y2  cents  a half  pint.  The  health 
charts  and  scales  prove  it  to  be  a success. 

The  mental  clinic  is  another  problem  that  has  been  greatly 
aided  by  the  parents’  cooperation  in  answering  many 
questions  required  to  fill  out  the  charts.  Twenty-eight  chil- 
dren were  examined  this  year. 
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The  follow-up  work  is  done  with  very  pleasing  results.

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MISCELLANY 

In  June,  a Field  Day,  participated  in  by  children  from  all 
the  public  schools  was  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Phy- 
sical Education  Department.  It  was,  perhaps,  the  best  ex- 
hibit of  physical  education  Fairhaven  schools  have  had.  Not 
less  than  fourteen  hundred  children  had  some  part.  A small 
admission  was  charged  and  from  a portion  of  the  proceeds 
a stereopticon  has  been  purchased  for  the  East  Fairhaven 
school.  Every  building  now  has  a lantern,  and  the  library 
of  nine  hundred  slides,  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Superinten- 
dent, is  in  constant  requisition.  An  effort  is  now  underway 
to  purchase  a portable  movie  machine.  The  supply  of  non- 
inflammable  educational  films  is  sufficient  to  make  this  highly 
desirable. 

The  teachers  of  each  building  are  pursuing  a definite  pro- 
gram for  professional  improvement,  as  are,  also,  the  prin- 
cipals. The  results  are  making  for  better  teaching  and  more 
efficient  supervision. 

With  many  new  teachers  this  fall,  especially  in  some  build- 
ings, it  did  not  seem  wise  to  attempt  a general  formal  ob- 
servance of  Education  Week.  Informally,  it  was  observed 
in  all  buildings,  and  several  held  special  exercises.  At  the 
Job  C.  Tripp  school,  the  fifth  grade  teacher,  Miss 
McNamara,  gave  an  interesting  and  instructing  travel  talk. 
The  evening  was  supplemented  by  songs  by  Mrs.  Fletcher, 
another  teacher  of  the  school,  and  by  selections  played  by 
the  Junior  Symphony  Orchestra  of  the  New  Bedford  schools. 
The  program  was  delightful.  The  proceeds  were  used  in 
purchasing  a set  of  reference  books  for  the  building. 

The  largest  single  elementary  school  orchestra  is  natur- 
ally in  the  Rogers  grammar  school.  Miss  Hastings  is  in 
charge.  It  has  thirty-one  pieces,  including  violins,  clarinet, 
cornets,  saxophones,  baritone,  trombone,  and  drums. 
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The  Junior  Improvement  Associations  cooperated  with  the 
Fairhaven  Improvement  Association  in  observing  Clean-Up 
Week  last  spring.  Despite  the  rainy  weather,  these  school 
associations  performed  over  one  thousand  certified  hours  of 
work,  a fine  record,  and  indicative  of  the  civic  spirit  that  is 
being  developed.  Nearly  all  the  Junior  Improvement  As- 
sociations raised  money  for  the  Mississippi  flood  relief,  and 
at  least  one  school,  Edmund  Anthony,  Jr.,  contributed  to  the 
fund  for  the  New  England  flood. 

The  Fairhaven-Mattapoisett  Teachers  Association  and  the 
Dartmouth  Teachers  Association  held  a joint  Institute  in 
December.  The  program  was  inspiring  and  helpful.  The 
cost  of  the  Institute,  $225,  was  met  by  contributions  from 
the  teachers  of  the  two  associations. 

CLOSING 

The  problem  of  taxation  is  leading  everywhere  to  con- 
sideration of  the  increasing  cost  of  schools.  Fairhaven  can 
bear  the  closest  scrutiny  along  this  line.  The  cost  here  has 
not  increased  as  much  as  in  many  municipalities  of  the  State. 
It  is  still  relatively  low.  Reasons  for  this  are  lower  salaries 
and  the  fact  that  many  educational  agencies  which  have  been 
quite  generally  introduced  elsewhere  are  not  parts  of  our 
system.  In  regard  to  school  costs  in  general,  the  following 
article  states  the  case  clearly. 

“WHY  DO  SCHOOLS  COST  SO  MUCH?” 

“In  reflecting  on  increased  school  costs  in  recent  years, 
consideration  should  be  given  to  other  items  besides  the 
decreased  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  and  the  increased 
school  enrolment.  These  and  similar  items  do  not  tell  the 
•whole  story. 

“Our  schools  have  become  veritable  “shock-absorbers” 
in  that  they  have  been  forced  to  assume  many  activities  far 
remote  from  the  early  conception  of  school  functions. 
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“They  have  developed  into  sensitive  instruments  recording 
our  social  and  economic  tendencies,  accurately  reflecting  the 
peoples’  changing  habits,  tastes  and  needs.  Step  by  step 
they  have  added  to  their  scholastic  labors  varying  functions, 
a partial  enumeration  of  which  will  serve  to  illustrate  the 
part  they  play  in  our  everyday  lives. 

“The  schools  responded  with  recreational  facilities  when 
these  were  found  necessary  as  a vent  for  the  excess  of 
youthful  energy  and  leisure.  When  adults  courted  similar 
privileges,  school  community  centers  came  into  existence. 

“The  moral  development  of  youth  being  everybody’s  con- 
cern, the  schools,  therefore,  must  supply  character  training, 
teach  ethics  and  make  possible  religious  instruction. 

“It  is  emphasized  that  discipline  has  disappeared  from  the 
home,  so  the  schools  are  turned  to  for  the  fostering  of  respect 
for  law  and  order.  Where  physical  welfare  is  neglected,  the 
schools  must  safeguard  health  by  assuming  medical  super- 
vision of  the  pupils ; since  many  short-comings  are  traceable 
to  defective  teeth,  schools  must  have  dental  clinics. 

“There  is  a wide  variety  of  talent  amongst  pupils,  therefore 
the  schools  must  attempt  individual  instruction;  they  must 
discover  and  satisfy  individual  inclinations  and  interests. 
This  has  resulted  in  the  Junior  High  School.  A school  of 
one  thousand  children  touches  five  hundred  homes  at  their 
most  sensitive  point,  hence  each  child  must  be  schooled  as 
if  he  were  the  sole  object  of  education.  Childhood’s  personal 
problems,  too,  must  be  confronted,  hence  the  establishment 
;of  the  Advisory  System.  Where  the  homes  are  reluctant  to 
cooperate  with  the  schools,  it  has  necessitated  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Visiting  or  Home  Teacher  Department. 

“Boys  and  girls  must  be  prepared  for  gainful  occupations, 
hence  Vocational  Training.  Girls  are  seldom  taught  sewing 
and  cooking  in  the  home,  so  the  schools  provide  a Domestic 
Art  Department.  Where  boys  must  be  kept  close  to  the 
farm,  Agriculture  must  be  taught. 
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“As  High  School  pupils  vary  in  personal  choice  of  college, 
admission  requirements  of  diverse  institutions  have  to  be 
met.  The  schools  are  required  not  only  to  give  intensive 
training  to  prepare  pupils  for  their  colleges  but  at  the  same 
time  give  general  training  for  those  planning  otherwise. 

“Methods  of  instructions  and  subject  matter  are  constantly 
changing,  making  it  imperative  for  instructors  and  school 
executives  to  devote  a goodly  portion  of  their  out-of -school 
time  to  study,  to  keep  abreast  of  these  changes. 

“A  multiplicity  of  special  weeks  have  become  a part  of 
the  school  program,  such  as  “Safety  First  Week”,  “Fire 
Prevention  Week”,  Accident  Prevention  Week,”  Thrift 
Week,”  Cleanup  Week,”  all  of  which,  with  many  others, 
are  commendable. 

“Yes,  our  schools  have  become  “shock-absorbers”  in  the 
effort  to  stabilize  thought,  conduct  and  action.  If  this  bulg- 
ing and  complex  program  has  increased  school  costs  and 
become  an  added  burden  to  the  taxpayer,  the  greater  weight 
has  fallen  on  the  school  executive  and  Board  of  Education. 
It  is  not  a nine  or  ten  months’  job,  as  popularly  supposed; 
it  is  a perpetual  labor.” 

Permit  me  to  express  appreciation  of  the  careful  consid- 
eration given  by  the  Committee  to  all  suggestions  for  im- 
provement of  the  schools. 

The  devotion  to  duty,  loyalty  and  professional  spirit  of 
your  principals,  and  the  earnestness  of  the  teachers  who 
serve  with  them  deserve  recognition  here.

Report  of  tke  Librarian  for  tbe  year  1927 


To  the  Trustees  of  The  Millicent  Library : 

During  1927  there  was  a 9%  increase  in  the  usefulness  of 
the  Millicent  Library  system  to  Fairhaven. 

Interpretation  of  Statistics 

95,313  volumes  were  issued.  This  is  8,083  in  excess  of 
the  total  for  1926,  the  previous  record  year.  The  use  of 
the  East  branch  fell  off  430.  The  main  library  gained  4,353 
during  1927.  In  1926  the  Oxford  branch  issued  fewer  books 
than  in  any  previous  year  since  its  opening  in  1915.  In 
1927  it  issued  3%  more  books  than  in  1921,  which  was  the 
previous  high  record  year,  and  75%  more  books  than  in 
1926. 

Through  the  high  school  library,  the  duplicate  pay  collec- 
tion, and  the  picture  collection  there  were  6,396  additional 
issues  of  books,  periodicals,  pictures,  pamphlets,  and 
clippings.  These  issues,  though  not  ordinarily  counted  in 
formal  library  statistics,  do  represent  a real  part  of  the 
library  service.  With  them  the  total  of  issues  was  101,709. 

The  per  capita  circulation  for  1927  was  8.8,  as  con- 
trasted with  8.06  in  1926.  The  cost  per  volume  of  circula- 
tion was  13.1  cents  in  1927,  as  against  15.6  in  1926.  Just 
as  in  1926,  78%  of  the  use  of  the  library  was  of  fiction 
books.  Fiction  made  up  60%  of  the  purchases. 

These  and  other  statistics  of  interest  are  given  in  the  tabu- 
lations which  are  appended  to  the  report.  The  table  showing 
the  growth  of  the  library  for  its  entire  thirty-five  years  of 
activity  is  particularly  worth  noticing. 
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Building  and  Maintenance 

Maintenance  of  the  building  involved  considerable  atten- 
tion and  expense  though  none  of  the  desirable  but  not  im- 
mediately imperative  major  repairs  were  made.  These 
major  repairs,  in  the  order  of  their  desirability,  are  the  re- 
touching of  spots  where  the  paint  has  fallen  from  the  in- 
terior walls,  the  painting  of  the  ends  of  the  book  stacks, 
the  refinishing  or  covering  of  the  floors,  the  replacement  of 
two  of  the  rugs  which  are  nearly  worn  out,  and  the  in- 
stallation of  direct  radiators,  particularly  in  the  children’s 
room  which  is  always  hard  to  heat. 

The  entrance  doors  were  refinished  and  the  walls  and 
frieze  in  several  of  the  rooms  were  washed.  Many  of  the 
rugs  were  washed  and  mended.  Minor  repairs  were  made 
upon  the  furnace,  the  water  pipes,  the  electric  fixtures,  and 
the  tiling.  More  heat  was  obtained  from  the  furnace  by  the 
use  of  a mixture  of  one-third  stove  coal  and  two-thirds  pea 
coal  instead  of  all  pea  coal  as  heretofore.  The  damp  summer 
so  improved  the  lawn  that  the  anticipated  replanting  of  the 
north-east  section  was  not  necessary. 

The  room  occupied  by  the  branch  in  the  Oxford  school 
was  completely  refinished  and  new  magazine  shelves  and 
chairs  were  installed.  A sign  calling  attention  to  the  branch 
was  hung  and  a new  exterior  light  was  put  in  place. 

The  study  now  being  made  by  the  House  Committee  re- 
garding the  whole  problem  of  insurance  on  the  library  is  a 
matter  of  much  importance. 


The  Book  Collection 

A large  operation  successfully  carried  out  was  the  transfer 
to  the  basement  of  the  bound  magazines  and  the  rearrange- 
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ment  of  the  entire  book  collection.  This  relieved  the  con- 
gestion upon  the  main  shelves  and  has  given  considerable 
room  for  the  growth  of  the  collection.  The  project  of  dust- 
ing all  the  books  individually  has  been  started.  Some  four 
hundred  volumes  were  rebound  in  the  newly  devised,  decor- 
ated fabrikoid  bindings  which  are  far  more  attractive  than 
the  plain  buckram  bindings  formerly  in  vogue.  The  staff 
did  considerable  mending,  but  not  nearly  as  much  as  would 
have  been  desirable  had  time  allowed. 

481  books  which  were  recorded  as  missing  in  the  in- 
ventories of  1922,  1918,  and  1916  and  which  had  not  been 
found  subsequently  were  definitely  withdrawn  from  the 
records.  374  books  were  discarded . because  worn  out  and 
41  were  accounted  for  as  lost  by  borrowers.  1,289  books 
were  added  to  the  collection. 

Following  these  operations  an  actual  count  of  the  bound 
volumes  in  the  possession  of  the  library  revealed  that  there 
are  in  the  collection  2,009  fewer  volumes  than  would  nor- 
mally have  been  reported  under  the  heading  “total  volumes  in 
library  at  end  of  year.”  This  discrepancy  in  the  figures  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  in  the  past  though  books  found 
to  have  been  missing  in  two  successive  inventories  have  al- 
ways been  withdrawn  from  the  shelf -list  record  and  the 
public  catalog  thay  have  never  before  been  withdrawn  from 
the  record  of  “total  volumes  in  library  at  end  of  year.”  In 
order  that  our  figures  as  reported  might  actually  represent 
our  present  book  stock  the  entire  2,009  missing  volumes 
have  been  withdrawn  on  the  records  of  1927. 

The  library  now  owns  30,637  volumes.  This  is  1,616 
volumes  fewer  than  were  reported  at  the  end  of  1926,  but 
is  an  actual  and  accurate  figure.  The  disappearance  of 
2,009  volumes  is  not  at  all  alarming  when  it  is  remembered 
that  the  loss  from  all  causes,  including  inaccuracies  in  the 
records  is  spread  over  a period  of  24  years  from  1893  to 
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1916  and  that  in  the  ensuing  11  years  but  481  books  have 
been  unaccountably  lost. 

Acknowledgement  has  already  been  made  both  personally 
and  publicly  to  the  donors  of  the  48  volumes  that  were  added 
to  the  collection  by  gift. 

Generous  quantities  of  new  books  were  placed  at  the 
Oxford  branch  and  the  hours  for  the  branch  increased  by 
one  half  for  the  winter  season.  The  use  of  the  East  branch 
did  not  warrant  the  continuance  of  the  service  during  the 
school  summer  vacation  and  the  room  was,  accordingly, 
closed  for  that  period. 

Particular  attention  was  devoted  to  improving  the  collec- 
tions of  books  in  the  sciences  and  useful  arts. 

Special  Activities 

Outstanding  among  special  activities  was  the  course  in 
the  use  of  the  library  given  in  October  to  the  eighth-grade 
pupils  of  the  Rogers  school.  Other  special  activities  were 
the  completion  of  a rearrangement  of  the  picture  collection ; 
the  calling  of  attention  to  the  stereograph  collection ; the 
cataloging  of  books  previously  uncataloged;  the  further 
popularization  of  the  quarterly  bulletin;  the  preparation  of 
regular  public  reports  on  the  activities  of  the  library ; 
the  re-codification  and  printing  of  the  library  rules;  the  ex- 
hibition of  poster  collections ; the  Book  Week  exhibit  of  new 
books ; and  the  collection  of  books  for  the  American  Merchant 
Marine  Library  Association.  The  librarian  delivered  thirteen 
public  addresses  on  bookish  subjects. 

Staff 

Upon  succeeding  Mr.  Malcolm  S.  Castle  as  principal  of 
the  East  Fairhaven  school  Mr.  Wilfred  H.  Graves  also  suc- 
ceeded him  in  charge  of  the  East  branch  library.  There 
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were  no  other  changes  in  the  library  staff.  Miss  Wilkinson 
has  been  enrolled  in  a course  on  work  with  children.  The 
librarian  is  a director  of  both  the  Old  Dartmouth  and  Cape 
Cod  library  clubs.  Members  of  the  staff  have  attended  the 
meetings  of  these  and  the  Old  Colony  and  Massachusetts 
library  clubs. 

Appreciation  and  Criticism 

Appreciation  of  the  library  is  quite  general.  The  principal 
adverse  criticism  comes  from  persons  who  have  reserved 
books  and  do  not  get  them  as  soon  as  they  would  like.  This 
can  not  be  avoided  by  any  action  short  of  buying  individual 
copies  of  popular  books  for  everyone  who  asks  for 
them.  The  demand  for  much-talked-of  titles  soon  passes. 
“Elmer  Gantry”  after  nine  months  is  no  longer  reserved. 
If  we  had  bought  enough  “Elmer  Gantrys”  to  satisfy  the 
first  demand  for  the  book  we  should  now  have  a shelf  full 
standing  idle.  It  is  the  constant  endeavor  of  the  library  to 
maintain  a fair  balance  between  immediate  and  ultimate 
demand  for  particular  titles  and  to  increase  its  collection  of 
books  that  shall  be  of  lasting  value. 

Omnivorous  users  who  demand  books  by  such  general 
descriptions  as  “adventure,  war,  western,  or  love  stories” 
find  that  neither  the  catalog,  the  staff,  nor  the  existing  read- 
ing lists  give  them  all  the  help  they  want.  It  is  planned  to 
satisfy  this  demand  by  labelling  each  volume  of  fiction  with 
the  proper  description.
